(1814 - 1861) rose from an orphan 
serf to the highest pinnacle as a 
leader and teacher of his people. 

While he was gifted with many 
artistic talents, it is his poetry 
which stands out as a noble ex¬ 
ample of Ukrainian literature, and, 
with more and more translations 
Shevchenko is taking his rightful 
place among the world’s greats.

The East Kootenay Power Com¬ 
pany started work last Monday 
morning to put in a three phase 
line to supply power for the Com¬ 
pany. The sub-station now west of 
the village of Frank will be moved 
to the east end of the village. 

The new industry at present will 
mainly stockpile raw materials — 
which will comprise jackplne poles 
which after skinning will be sent 
to Cayley to be treated with pre¬ 
servatives. To start off the new 
business two pole peeling machines 
will be set up at Frank and all 
poles that are peeled are bundled 
and will be dry piled for two to 
three months for drying purposes. 

Largest market for the preserved 
poles is supplying fence post* for 
farms. The company also make and 
treat telephone poles. After the 
poles are cut and dried and peeled 
at Frank they are shipped to Cay¬ 
ley for treatment and the company 
can treat some 7,000 poles per day. 

Hie company hope to be able to 
obtain and peel some 4,000 poles per 
day in this district. If this amount 
of poles can be obtained the com¬ 
pany hopes to put on three shifts 
of five men per shift each day. 

For every man at the peeling ma¬ 
chines it requires five men cutting 
poles to supply the machines. 

Seven men have already been 


engaged cutting poles on the Ada- 
nac and three more are cutting at 
Sentinel. All cutting operations are 
befog done by local contractors, 
and the company is depending 
solely on the local cutters to sup¬ 
ply the poles. It Is estimated that 
there is at least a 20-year supply 
of poles in the district and the cut¬ 
ting will only be a thinning oper¬ 
ation and will not bare the hills of 
trees. 

President of the company. Gar¬ 
ry Keller of, Cayley, was in the 
Pass last week completing plans 
for the Industry. One of the cutting 
machines arrived in the Pass on 
Monday morning and was being 
unloaded on the site south of the 
tracks at Frank. 

Possibility of a by-product plant 
from the industry is also being in¬ 
vestigated as fireplace sawlogs 
could be very successfully made 
from the peelings that are shaved 
off of the jackpines. 

The new industry is a great shot 
in the arm to the village of Frank 
who have no industry of their own. 
The industry is also greatly ap¬ 
preciated by all of the Pass as the 
new business will absorb a good 
many of the local unemployed ei¬ 
ther directory or indirectly through 
the contractors cutting the timber.

as real as ever. The need for continued unity 
on the part of the NATO partners is fully as 
great as it was ten years ago. 

NATO was formed in the first instance to 
halt the westward spread of Russian domina¬ 
tion which had already swallowed up the sat¬ 
ellite states of eastern Europe. In this task, it 
has been fully successful. Its deterrent power 
has held Russian military expansion in check 
in the' 1 vital area of western Europe, and has 
forced Communism to turn to other areas and 
other methods in pursuit of its world-wide aims. 

This shift in tactics, and particularly the 
Soviet campaign of infiltration in Asia and the 
Middle East, has presented the west with new 
and serious problems. Yet if these problems 
are to be solved, it is vital that the deterrent 
in Europe should be maintained at an effect¬ 
ive level. Any weakening of defensive strength 
in this area would not only open the way to 
new Soviet thrusts, it would make it still harder 
-perhaps even impossible-tc stiffen the un¬ 
committed nations of Asia and Africa in their 
resistance to Communist pressure. 

NATO thus remains the cornerstone of the 
Free World. Its effectiveness rests on the con¬ 
tinued unity and resolution of the western de¬ 
mocracies, and not least of the three English- 
speaking democracies that form the North At¬ 
lantic Triangle. This is an enterprise in which 
Canada has played a significant part from the 
beginning. In her own national interests she 
must continue to make her ful lest possible con¬ 
tribution during the years ahead. 


Be Sure You Know 
Your Canvasser 

Several Alberta commun- 
ities have recently been can¬ 
vassed by persons purported¬ 
ly raising funds to aid the 
blind. Unfortunately, many 
citizens have contributed to 
this appeal thinking that 
they were donating to the 
Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind. CNIB conduots 
one campaign for funds an 
nually in each community 
where there is no Cummunity 
Chest or United Appeal. This 
campaign is always conduct¬ 
ed by well known residents of 
the community in these areas. 

The Canadian National In¬ 
stitute for the Blind is the on¬ 
ly service agency having a 
general resistry of sightless 
persons, and providing a pro¬ 
gram of services designed to 
assist them in overcoming all 
of the problems which con¬ 
front them as a result of their 
blindness. Other agencies 
soliciting funds, allegedly for 
the welfare of the blind are, 
at best, only duplicating a ser¬ 
vice which is already avail¬ 
able through the CNIB. All 
citizens in your community 
are strongly urged to careful 
ly check the credentials of 
any persons approaching 
them for a donation in aid of 
the blind. Service records and 
financial statement should be 
requested and studied before 
any donation is made.
